DETAILED ACTION 

This is the fourth office action for U.S. Application 10/800,712 for a Self-Drying 
Condensate Pad for Beverage and Food Service filed on March 16, 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 is allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art does not disclose an absorbent pad adjunct with a plurality of 
fabric layers joined by a seam, a bolstered center means including a plurality of 
substantially fabric layers attached to a third layer wicking barrier, the pad comprised of 
a top layer moisture intake means including cotton fabric that draws condensate by 
capillary action, a second layer absorbent means including cotton batting that retains 
moisture until saturation occurs and then releases by diffusion, a third layer wicking 
barrier means including coated fabric that blocks and diverts moisture radially, and a 
bottom layer thermal barrier means including a piece of cotton batting, whereby radiant 
cooling is blocked preventing secondary condensate from forming beneath the pad. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
